SCHOOL RRO ts. 


BLANCHARD. 


Both terms were taught by Miss Nettie C. Sargent, of 
Warner, who has had charge of this school for several con- 
secutive terms, and so far as we could learn was the choice of 
the people as teacher for this school, consequently her services 
were secured. ‘This school has quite a large number of small 
pupils, and it requires much tact and discretion to carry it along 
successfully. Miss Sargent seems to possess these qualifica- 
tions in an eminent degree, and, as a natural result, true pro- 
gress was made. This may be ranked as a profitable school. 


WEST ROAD. 


Two schools were combined here, the Emery and Carter, so 
called, the first term being at the Carter, and the second at the 
Emery school-house. Both schools were taught by Miss Clara 
Pickard. We think the summer term was a profitable one, the 
pupils making good progress.. We are not able to speak quite 
so favorably of the winter school as we would like. For some 
unexplained reason quite a number of the pupils left hefore the 
close of the term; the few that remained passed a very credit- 
able examination. 


BOROUGH. 


First term, taught by Mr. William D. Ingalls. This was his 
first school, and he entered upon his duties with much distrust 
as to his ability to take the school along successfully, but being 
ably seconded by the scholars and parents, good progress was 
made and universal satisfaction was given. 

The second term was taught by Miss Maude Conant, who 
has had considerable experience in teaching, and, being a good 
scholar and a firm disciplinarian, we are able to report a good 


school. 
BAPTIST. 


Both terms were taught by Mr. George J. Sargent, a young 
man of high intellectual attainments, but without any previous . 
experience in teaching. It may be proper to state that several 
scholars from Hackleborough attended the first term as their 
school was not in session. Qn our first visit we were favorably 
impressed by the quiet and studious demeanor of the pupils, 
and the evident purpose of the teacher to make the school a 
success. Some of the pupils attending here evidently have not 
had the best advantages heretofore, and from inconstant at- 
tendance did not show so marked progress as the more ad- 
vanced scholars. We would make especial mention of the 
classes in mental and written arithmetic, which completed both 
books, and showed a degree of proficiency which was very 
commendable. The closing examinations of both schools were 
very satisfactory, and showed a good degree of self-reliance on 
the part of the pupils, who answered promptly and accurately. 
Written examinations were required during both terms. Order 
good. 


HACK LEBOROUGH. 


Both schools were instructed by Mr. William D. Ingalls, who 
is a graduate of Gilmanton Academy, and a young man of 
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good habits and pleasing address, and he began his labors here 
under favorable circumstances, being the choice of the patrons 
of the school. He had the love of his pupils, which was a val- 
uable point gained. On our several visits. we saw evidence of 
hard and earnest work. Written examinations were required 
of each pupil and their scholarship ranked according to the re- 
sult. ‘he advanced class in Practical Arithmetic completed 
the book and showed a fair knowledge of its contents. ‘The 
class in Greenleaf’s National Arithmetic deserves particular 
mention. The answers were prompt and accurate; the prob- 
lems were put upon the board neatly, and clearly explained. 
Fair progress was made in the other branches taught. A little 
stricter discipline is recommended. 


HILLVILLE. 


Both terms were taught by Miss Leonora M. Dow. ‘The school 
is in her own district, and she has had but little experience in 
teaching, having taught but one term before this season, but 
we are happy to report good progress in both schools. Read- 
ing and spelling here received proper attention, and marked 
improvement was made in these branches. We feel that the 
money here was profitably expended. Order, exceptionally good. 


CENTRE. - 


First term was taught by Miss Mary A. Seavey, of Epsom, 
who is a well-qualified, hard-working, and pains-taking teacher, 
and one who has acquired a good reputation as a successful 
teacher, not only in this but in other places, but it was very 
apparent that she did not have the united support of all the 
parents, which is. so essential to the best interests of our 
schools. We hope the day is not far distant when parents will. 
realize the importance of sustaining our teachers in their efforts 
in behalf of our children. The pupils who were pefmitted to 
attend through the school made good progress. 


~ 
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_ Second term, taught by Mrs. Caroline F. Emery, a lady who 
has had a large and extended experience in teaching, and one 
who has always had good success. Whenever there has been 
an expressed preference for any particular person in any lo- 
cality, and knowing well their qualifications for the position, it 
has been our design to employ them; for this reason Mrs. 
Emery was engaged for this school. At our first visit it was 
very evident that Mrs. Emery had the school well in hand, 
and the indications were that 1t would be a very profitable 
school. In this our expectations were fully realized. The 
teacher has a clear and lucid manner of imparting instruction 
and requires her pupils to rely upon themselves. A very no- 
ticeable feature at the examination was quietness, order and 
thoroughness. This may be classed as one of our most suc- 
cessful schools. 
SHAKERS. 


First term, instructed by Jeanette L. Forest, and Jessie 
Evans. Second term by Agnes E. Newton and Jessie Evans. 
The leading features of these schools are order, system, regu- 
larity and thoroughness. Critical instruction is given in read- 
ing, particular care heing taken as to accent, pronunciation and 
emphasis, and hence good progress is made. In fact, every 
branch pursued is so taught as not to allow any mistakes to 
pass unnoticed. Much attention is given to music, which: has 
avery pleasing effect. Some very good specimens of map- 
drawing were shown in connection with geography. Free hand 
drawing is practised to some extent. ‘These teachers are de- 
serving of much praise. | 


DEPOT. 
First term taught by Miss Maude W. Conant, and the second 


by Miss Leonora M. Dow. "What we have had occasion to 
say in reference to these teachers in other schools will apply 


equally well here. Universal satisfaction was given by both 
teachers and excellent progress was made. 


GENERAL REMARKS. 


When the new school law went into effect last spring the 
school board entered upon their work with much distrust in 
their ability to discharge the duties encumbent upon them, and 
knowing full well that there were many and varied opinions in 
regard to the law, some claiming that its design was to unite 
the several schools to a large extent regardless of distance or 
convenience ; others averring with equal force that the schools 
should go on as_ heretofore with, perhaps, a very few ex- 
ceptions. After carefully looking over the ground and finding 
where it would cost as much, or more, to transport the scholars 
from one school to another, it would be better to have schools 
in their own localities; and consequently acted accordingly, 
two schools only being discontinued. When scholars living 
near the boundaries of another school and wishing to attend 
there, they were given permission to do so, and quite a num- 
ber availed themselves of this privilege, and without any detri- 
ment to the schools where they went. In the employment of 
teachers we have endeavored to avail ourselves of home talent 
whenever practicable, only two teachers being employed from 
out of town. When new teachers, or those who had never 
taught before, were engaged, preference was given to those 
who had grown up among us, and who had spent their time 
and money in fitting themselves for teaching, rather than to 
those who would use our schools asa stepping-stone to a better 
position. 

It is to be hoped that our teachers willsee the importance 
of thorough preparation for their work, remembering that it is 
of the utmost consequence that they should have a good 
knowledge of the principles to be taught and be able to impart 
that knowledge to their pupils. Our schools are every year 
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requiring a higher grade of teachers, and we should be prepared 
to meet this demand. We feel that written examinations are 
an important feature in our school work and should be insisted 
upon. We find quite too many absent marks upon the regis- 
ters; some on account of sickness, and many, it is to be 
feared, occasioned by some fancied pique or ill-will toward the 
teacher. Remember,parents,that if you wish our schools to be 
a success the teacher should have your hearty: support so long 
as they are permitted to remain in the school. 
In conclusion we would say to our friends and fellow-citizens 
that in this, our first year of service under the present arrange- 
ment, we have had no friends to reward nor enemies to punish, 
but have endeavored to do our duty according to the best of 
our ability, and we hereby extend to you our thanks for the 
support received at your hands.
